As per applicant's argument concerning the lack of teaching by Kuzma of security for the properties of the image data/content, the 
examiner has fully considered in this response to amendment; the arguments, and finds them not to be persuasive. 

At the very least, if security for the email and associated attachment is such that the security Is applied to both, as detailed in the 
arguments made in the previous office action, the the security processing is indeed applied to the properties; prior to storage in any 
associated email servers invovled in the email fonwarding thru the network(s)/lnternet. Further, the claim language does not explicitly claim 
distinct security processing methods or distinct items of property information, such that any 'bulk* security processing done to the 
email/attachment (i.e., cryptographic encryption, hashing, etc.,), done prior to storage/caching thru the network nodes.clearly 
encompasses the claimed limitations as broadly interpreted by the examiner.
